Only just over one-quarer of the 
174,000,000 Ibs of tobacco the country 
consumes goes into pipes.

BETTER FOR THE TRADE 

The change benefits the tobacco 
trade, for it is stated that a confirmed 
cigarette-smoker probably consumes 
a greater weight of teaf than a con- 
firmed pipe-smoker. But expe 
during the years of —depressi 
showed that while the pipe-tobucco 
trade suffered little, cigarette sales 
were sharply affected, Cigarette con- 
sumption did not decline, but its 
rapld increase was severely checked. 

Between 1924 and 1930. cigarette 
sales had been growing by 5,000,000- 
6,000,000 Ibs a year, With the 
finnnelal crisis the increase cropped 
to about 2,000,000 lbs. Now the in- 
crense is back ogaln to its pre- 
depression rate, : 

Clwar-smoking, like pipe-smoking, 
continues to decline. From more 
than 5,000,000 Ibs in 1907, national 
consumption hos falicn to 1,500,000 
lbs. Not even a change In the 
tobacco dutics greatly favouring 
cigars would bring them back into 
everyday favour, says the report. 

The growing importance of Em- 
pire-grown_ tobacco is stressed in the 
report. United Kingdom - {mports 
have increased ot the rate of 2,000,- 
000 Ibs a year during the last decade, 
and Empire tobacco now represents 
more than 23 per cent. of this 
country’s purchases. This is largely 
due to improvement in the quality of 
Empire lenf. 


NEW CASES

Messrs, Handy and Harmon say 
that they understand the Chinese 
controlled exchange system hus 
“continued satisfactory, despite, the 
tremendous upheaval consequent ‘0 
the outbrenk of hostilities.” Their 
review explains that silver dollars 
are no longer in circulation in 
China, hence It forecasts that “should 
circumstances orise to create doubts 
in the mind of the public regarding 
money or currency, they arc likely to 
develop a greater demand for foreign 
exchange rather than for silver for 
hoarding.” : 

The review further says Chinese 
Government's shipment of sliver coins 
to London was probubly for the pur- 
pose of “providing, a source for funds 
possibly against such a contingency, 
but more probably in anticipation of 
an Sncreasing financial strain duc to 
military operations,” 


FOR SAFE KEEPING 

It also says that Hongkong reports 
say that about 253,000,000 ounces of 
silver were shipped to London during 
the first eleven months of last year, 
but asserts that this Agure was far in 
excess of the actual sales which can 
be attributed to this type of metal, 
and adds that no open market sales 
of Chinese coin received from Hong 
kont-have been made in London, but 
that they are “being kept for safe 
keeping.”
